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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 12/03/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In pages 5-6 the applicant argues none of the references, Britz, Agurok, or Ruziak , teach 
using a plurality of transmitting units and a plurality of receiving units to solve the weak signal 
strength problems caused by moving obstacles between the transmitting units and the receiving 
units or when the optical signal is reflected or deflected as recited in claim 1 . Also, the present 
invention uses a plurality of transmitting units, and a plurality of receiving units to solve the 
weak signal strength problems caused by moving obstacles between the transmitting units and 
the receiving units. These claimed features are clearly absent from Ruziak and the other 
references. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., solving the 
weak signal strength problems caused by moving obstacles between the transmitting units and 
the receiving units or when the optical signal is reflected or deflected) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Britz clearly discloses a plurality of transmitting units and a plurality of receiving units, 
wherein the receiving units includes a photodiode. Shown in figure 3 is a plurality of 
transmitters 52 and 54, which are used to transmits redundant optical signal through wavelengths 
X\ and X 2 (figure 3, paragraphs 0026-0028). Also, shown in figure 3 is a plurality of receivers 66 
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and 68 for converting received redundant optical signal from wavelengths X\ and X2 (figure 3, 
paragraphs 0026-0028).
